SOME GENERAL INFORMATION ABOUT OUR CITY 
FOR NEWCOMERS AND VISITORS 

The Police Department is comprised of 31 regular men, a 
chief, a captain, a lieutenant (detective), and administrative 
clerk, 2 traffic clerks and approximately 75 special officers. The 
Police Department has 5 pieces of major equipment all with two 
way radio. 

The Fire Department is comprised of 24 regular firemen; 
a chief, 2 assistant chiefs, 2 captains and 2 lieutenants and 10 call 
firemen. The Fire Department has 12 major pieces of equipment 
including a Rescue Wagon. 

Merchandise and materials purchased by the City must be 
by a purchase order obtained by all departments (except School 
Department) . The Purchasing Agent is required to put out for 
bids all merchandise or materials costing $200.00 or over. 

All offices in City Hall are closed on Saturday. 

No all night parking is allowed at any time during the year 
in the Central Business District. 

All night parking in die entire city is prohibited from 1:00 
a.m. to 7:00 a.m. from December 1st to March 31st, inclusive. 

Hours of operation of the City Dump may be found else- 
where in this report. 

Zoning Ordinances are available at the City Clerk's Office. 

The Municipal Swimming Pools are located on North Main 
Street (US 7) and White Playground off Jackson Avenue. 

The Chaffee Art Gallery is located on South Main Street 
(US 7). 

The Rutland Free Library and Lawrence Recreation Center 
are located at the corners of Center and Court Streets. 

The Rutland Hospital is located on Allen Street, east of 
US 7. 

Rutland Mental Health Service, Inc. is now located at 78 
South Main Street. 

The Rutland Historical Society is located on Center Street. 

The Board of Aldermen of the City of Rutland meet the first 
aiid third Monday of each month at City Hall at 7:30 p.m. 

The Board of School Commissioners meets on the third 
Tuesday of each month. 

Rutland is a central area of the surrounding ski country, 

CITY ELECTION day is the fast Tuesday in March- 
March 5th, 1974. 

Copies of individual city ordinances are available to the 
public. 

There are three ice skating rinks located in Rutland and 
also a small ski tow with instruction available.

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Mayor s Message 

To the Citizens of the City of Rutland: 

After only a few months as your Mayor, 1 now realize what 
a beehive City Hall really is. My office door is always open. The 
telephones never stop. I find that there are not enough hours in 
the clay for City business. 

There were many problems that beset our City, most were 
solved, several are in the process of correction. 

Progress and improvement is my goal. Modernization is a 
must, we just can't remain static. We will press forward towards 
implementing those programs thai will make Rutland a better 
City for all our citizens. 

We labored with the budget and I am pleased that our tax 
rate was set at $7.55. This is only slightly higher than last year, 
however, we would have even been closer to last year's rate il it 
were not for increased costs in lights, heat, various necessities and 
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salary mcPeas.es which were automatic. These an minted for moM 
ol i lie rise. 

Please let me assure you i hat your City govcrnnient is being 
tun on a strictly business basis am! every expenditure is being 
screened, We will continue to save every nickel possible all con- 
sistent with good services for I lie citizens of Rutland. 

On | nly 20th the parking- restrictions on West Street were 
removed. The traffic conditions on West Street hopefully will 
move satisfactorily ami the general public as well as the mer- 
chants on this street will benefit from normal parking again. It 
took some doing to have this pari of TOPICS changed and we 
are greatly indebted to Mr, Robert Bigelow lor his help in this 
ins Lance. 

There are alterations going on in City Hall which when 
complete will relocate the City Clerk and Treasurer's offices to 
the old Fire Station. Their needs have outgrown the present 
space. When completed these modern offices will have a direct 
entrance on Strongs Avenue as well as the general offices at City 
Hall. This expenditure will he met with Revenue Sharing funds. 

A major sewer installation program is in progress on Dorr 
Drive that will give St. Joseph College and nearby dwellings a 
very necessary outlet. 

At important intersections in our City it was necessaiy to 
install caution signals and four-way stop signs. They are function- 
ing io advantage at Killington Avenue and Stratton Road, North 
Main and North Streets, and Temple and North Main Streets. 

We have had accidents and traffic jams at Woodstock Avenue, 
North Main Street and dre A&P area for some time. This was 
« < mected and working smoothly by a new in and out driveway al 
the A&P and the synchronizing of the traffic lights. 

I am pleased to report that the Meadow Street land was 
finally purchased by the City for |8SjO0O. from the Catholic 
Charities. This, when eventually revamped, will give the City a 
much needed playground, ballhekl and recreational area. 

We are working on plans for the rehabilitation of Pine Hill 
or Rocky Poncl area. This will take some doing as pictures, platts, 
layouts, costs, etc., must be sent, to Moiupelier before December 
31st. After the legislature meets these plans will be transmitted 
by Forrest E. Orr, Director ol Planning Environmental Conserva- 
tion Department He will advise us as to the acceptability of the 
plan and/or what funding die State may allocate. The State 
portion would be 25 or 30%, the Federal government share 
under the ll.O.R. Plan — Bureau of Outdoor Recreation, would 
be 50% which wotdd lc; ive about ^(1 or 25% as the City's share. 
The whole project would take five years or more and if accepted, 
funds would be made available to us on a yearly basis. 

We are constantly exploring other areas in our City for 
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additional ballfields and recreational centers and I am in hopes 
that we might secure more acreage. 

We have been taking advantage of every possible State ami 
Federal program that will in any way prove beneficial to the 
City. For example, we engaged six people lor several of our 
departments that will help with better service to our citizens. 
Incidentally the cost lo the City for this program is onlv the 
necessary insurance that we pay, the Federal 'government' pays 
their salary for one year. If we find that this work program is 
entirely satisfactory the City will combine by paying their wages 
or cancel their employment. 

During a violent rainstorm on June 12th the City pumping 
Station was struck by lightning which tendered the station use- 
less. After extensive work and delays in getting parts h was 
possible to operate the station manually and eventually this 
situation will get back to normalcy. 

Our Civil Defense did yeoman work under the leadership of 
Aldo Manfredi our Director, during the Hood situation on fune 
50tk The City's thanks to all the wonderful people that helped 
in this undertaking. Mr. Manfred! is now our full time Director 
lor Civil Defense and is also in charge of our School Crossing 
Guards which will be implemented with diis Fall's school open- 
ing. Within a reasonable time we will have a black program plan 
called Block Mothers., which will give our children more general 
protection in given areas of schools. 

During this flood situation our pre-chlorini/alion facility was 
put out of commission by high waters and within a lew days ii 
was repaired, We are most fortunate that we in Rutland were 
spared the difficulties of other areas. 

Citizens Day was originated inviting all ciii/ens to see the 
Mayor in his office for any purpose. These were hugely attended. 

Thomas G. Cliesley has now accepted the position of Super- 
intendent of Schools and from his past performances he has a 
knowledgeable capacity of our schools. H r e wish him well for the 
future operations of our school system. 

Our Chief of Police Stuart Jenne fell ill in July and I ap- 
pointed Captain Charles Spoon Acting Chief and Sam Gorruso 
Acling Captain. Both of these men took over and are doing a 
very good job. 

J would like to drank the Board of Aldermen, all the Depart- 
ment Heads and City employees for their understanding and co- 
operation. My special thanks to our City Treasurer, Joseph 
Simonds and City Clerk. John Barren lor their moiling efforts in 
the City's behalf. 

I want to express my heartteft thanks to all the people of our 
City for the kind consideration extended to me during my early 
months in office.

The School Department diis year hired 
an outside negotiator and the Department of Public Works have 
been doing their own negotiating, the latter with some help from 
City Attorney, Mr. Norton.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 

SCHOOL COMMISSIONERS AND 
THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 

To the Honorable City Council and Citizens of Rutland: 

Din ing the past school year enrollments in I lie Ru tland 
Public Schools continued to show an increase. At the elementary 
level, most of the increase was caused by die closing of St. Peters 
Parochial School. This school, operated and supported for so 
many years by the St, Peter's Parish, became a Public School in 
September, 1972. The school department wishes to acknowledge 
the cooperation and support of the parents in this area in making 
the transition from a private to a public school. The Junior High 
School, which has operated on an extended school day for several 
years, continues to have increased enrollments. This school, de- 
signed for 600 students, is expected to enroll approximately 1,000 
students for the 1973-1974 school year. The Senior High School, 
also designed for 600 stutfents, will go on an extended school day 
this year, Enrollment will continue to exceed 1,000 students. 
These statistics point to the school space crisis which Faces Ure 
citizens of Rutland. Important decisions will have to be made by 
the community in the near future about its school facilities. 

Progress in construction of the new Vocational-Technical 
School has continued. It is now planned to begin partial opera- 
tions in the new school about mid-year, and full operation in 
September, 1974. It should again be pointed out that the opening 
of this new facility will not solve the enrollment, and space 
problems at the junior and senior high schools. This school, 
which holds so much promise for the area, is intended to provide 
vocational and technical programs for the entire area. 

The Rutland Public Schools continue to feel the pinch of 
increased costs, caused by increased enrollment, necessary main- 
tenance work, and inflation. While the Board of School Commis- 
sioners have made every effort to control costs, it is not possible 
to halt the causes of the increases. The citizens of Rutland should 
seriously consider the present Charter limit in terms of it being 
realistic over the next number of years. 

The Public School Staff continued to develop educational 
programs to meet the needs of students, both young and old. The 
Community is fortunate to have an able and dedicated staff. 
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The Board of Commissioners and the Administration wish to 
publicly acknowledge their service to the students and citizens of 
the community. 

The Board of Commissioners would also like to express the 
appreciation of the school system for the cooperation and support 
of the Board of Aldermen, the Mayor's Office, and all depart- 
ments of the City throughout the year.

The Health Department is composed of a three man Board 
of Health, appointed by the Mayor, and a Health Officer, ap- 
pointed by the State Board of Health. 

Through this department is maintained the control of com- 
municable diseases, inspection services for the maintaining of 
sanitary plumbing facilities, swimming pool and other places of 
public assemblage. 

306 cases of contagious diseases were reported and quarantin- 
ed during the year.

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All reported dog and animal bites were investigated and 
precautionary measures taken. There were no cases oC rabies. 

This year the free annual immunization clinics in the ele- 
mentary schools were held in April and June. 259 children were 
inoculated for immunization against Diphtheria and Tetanus. 
Dr. Beale, Health Officer, ably assisted by Mrs. McCormack. Miss 
Burke and Mrs. Plumer, School Nurses, carried out this program. 

In October free immunization shots for Influenza were 
ulfered to all City employees. 47 employees availed themselves of 
this opportunity of receive this protection, also 52 Senior Citizens 
were immunized, in October, 

In the opinion of the Board of Health these are worthwhile 
clinics for the prevention of the fore-mentioned diseases, This 
department urges all who are eligible to take advantage of these 
Special Clinics. 

A total of 376 samples of water from the city's taps were sent 
to The Bureau of Laboratories, Vermont Department of Health 
in Burlington for analysis. 12 samples showed evidence of con- 
tamination. This department again wishes to thank die Water 
Department for their excellent control work on the water shed 
and at the reservoir, especially Mr. Harry [asmin and Mr. Rolla 
Jasmin. 

Samples ol water from the swimming pools were also sent to 
the laboratory during the period the pools were in operation. 

Many nuisance complaints were investigated and action 
taken to improve or alleviate the complaint. Numerous plumbing 
inspections were made. 

As Health Officer f would like to express my appreciation lor 
the courtesy and co-operation that I have received from the 
Mayor, City Council, City Employees, State Board of Health. 
School Nurses and the Parents and Physicians of the City of 
Rutland.

I am honored to present to von the annua] report of the 
Civil Defense Department for the Fiscal Year ending June 30, 
1973, 

During the past year the Rutland City Staff had an oppoituni- 
ly to participate in a three day seminar along with various Civil 
Defense officials from other communities in the State of Vermont 
at Stowe, Vermont. The seminar was conducted by various Feder- 
al and State Civil Defense staff members. Your Director received 
much valuable information which was utilized during the Fiscal 
Year. 

The City through its participation in the Federal On-Site 
Assistance Program was able to attain for only a minimum trans- 
portation charge one 150 kilowatt generator for the Department 
of Public Works (sewage disposal plant) to be used in the event 
of a po%ver failure at that plant, and one 15 kilowatt generator 
Tor the Fire Department to replace an old generator which they 
used in emergency situations. As other material becomes available 
we plan on securing as much as possible for the City. 

Test exercises involving the City organization and other 
agencies were held this past year. 

The revising and updating of the Civil Defense Disaster 
Pfans are nearly completed. 

This office had four alerts this past year caused by weather 
conditions with possible Hood and power failure being the prime 
concern. In every instance the Communications services were 
brought to the Emergency Operations Center at City Hall on a 
91 and-by basis. 

The Ctty had two occurrences this past year involving Civil 
Defense. The first being the fire which destroyed a section of the 
corner block on the corner of Wales and Center Streets. Civil 
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Defense was pan ol the operation and had a hand in having the 
occurrence declared a disaster by the Governor and obiaiited 
valuable assistance from the State National Guard. 

The second was a natural disaster with rain and flooding 
ihreatening a large portion of the City along the East and Otter 
Creek area. The Civil Defense organization once again was activa- 
ted and oper ational throughout the entire period. This occurence, 
since it was state wide, was declared a state disaster situation by 
both the President of the United States and the Governor of 
Vermont. 

In both instances above the State Civil Defense organization 
played an important role in aiding this office by obtaining addi- 
tional emergency help from the National Guard. The help re- 
ceived by this office the past year has been greatly appreciated. 

I w r ish to thank former Mayor William Foley, present Mayor 
Gilbert Godnick, the City Council, City officials and employees 
and also the Civil Defense volunteers for the wonderful assistance 
rendered to this office in the past year,

fiscal year ending June 30, 3972, 

MEADOW STREET PLAYGROUND : 

Negotiations for municipal purchase of Meadow Street Play- 
ground were implemented and cruising along toward successful 
Completion when a land survey revealed that die area was more 
than two acres larger than both parties (Vt. Catholic Chanties 
and the City) assumed. The problem arose late in June when 
$35,000 was allocated from the fiscal 1973 General Fund charging 
the expense to the anticipated surplus for the purchase. As of 
June 30, a reasonable agreement had not been met, and the 
$35,000 allocation was forfeited, and re-appropriated for the new 
year. 

SENIOR CITIZENS: 

The present Center located at 117 West Street continues its 
programs in painting, hand crafts, cards, movies and special 
programs concerning the particular needs of the elderly, such as: 
frozen meals, lip reading, visits to shut ins, inter-relationship with 
local Nursing Homes, and residences for elderly, free monthly 
blood pressure checks and regular health programs, assistance 
with Income Tax rebate forms, library service, craft merchandis- 
ing service and forums on needs of elderly. Newly orientated this 
year was a produce ordering program and an arrangement where- 
by the elderly can purchase day old pas tries and breads from the 
First National Stores at a nominal fee. The Center has available 
identification cards for emergencies with medical information 
which may be had on request free of charge, also courtesy cards 
from Carrolls for 20% discounts on prescription drugs. The 
Department has requested monies From the Revenue Sharing 
fund to purchase a van to be used in our Senior Citizens Program, 
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RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT OF ATHLETIC AND 
RECREATIONAL FACILITIES: 

It has become increasingly evident thai something has to be 
done in the immediate future on the shortage of fields, A special 
Committee was formed by Mayor Gilbert Godnick to study the 
following: 

1. Evaluating die existing recreational and athletic facilities in 
Rutland City. 

1. Appropriate short-range planning to meet ftie immediate 
athletic and recreational needs of the city. 

i, Devefopment of long range planning for new athletic and 
recreational facilities. 

I. Make recommendations to appropriate bodies or agencies 
regarding the above, 

PINE HILL PARK (Athletic Complex) : 

In November the Department appointed a committee to 
meet and discuss the Development of Pine Hill as an athletic 
complex through community efforts. Mr. Leo Keefe was appoint- 
ed chairman of the committee. Ed Koenemann, State Director, 
was present to explain the possibility of acquiring BOR funds fol- 
ks development. 

PINE HILL PARK: 

In May, Forrest Orr, chief planner for the State Agency ol 
Fnvironmental Conservation toured the Rocky Pond and Pine 
Hill Park. He was throughly impressed with the areas potential 
and urged the city to apply for BOR funds for 1974, as they will 
not be available until that time. Rocky pond, located on the 
Northern boundary of Rutland's 250 acres wooded park was once 
a popular bathing and picnicking facility until destroyed by 
vandals. Cioftredi has hopes of establishing an outdoor amphi- 
theater where concerts and plavs ran be given on the site of the 
old stonecrusher. 

PINE HILL (Day Camp) : 

Pine Hill Day Camp opened July 17, for children (i through 
12, for four one week sessions. The program was newly initiated 
and proved to be most successful. Campsites were built amid cool 
pine timbers. Paths made by the campers extended up into the 
stonecrusher area where the boys were roughing it and die girls 
sites, nearer to the edge of the woods were more complete. The 
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U.S. Array reserve donated a water tank for fresh cooking and 
drinking water. Each camp group " aTned aitG1 " ;m Iodun J ™> 
had one overnight and a cookout Campers worked toward then 
camp-craft badges. Before bei nE aW arded badges die children had 
to show drey knew how to btiild a Br*, cook a meal and recogni/e 
certain types of trees. Camp woum l up with a big bonfire, and an 
Indian type celebration under the watchful gaze of their parents. 
Campers performed skits, sanE Indian songs, and told the 
audience of the history of various In dian lr,hes | r f whlfh the ? 
were named. Camp-craft badges were then awarded. 

PARK ATTENDANTS: 

Two Johnson State College students, under the work-study 
program of Student Internship jn Economic Development (SIED) 
of Vt. Cities and Towns patrolled city parks and recreation areas

I hereby submit to you the annual report of ihe Fire Depart- 
ment tor the year July 1, 1972 to June 30, 1973. 

The Department responded to 374 alarms as follows: Tele- 
phone 280, Street Boxes 68, Automatic fire detection systems IS, 
and Verbal 8. The Department aiso responded to 451 so-called 
"Special Service" calls of various nature. The Rescue Truck 
responded to 134 calls. There were 66 malicious false alarms. 
There weve four General Alarms. 

The year 1972-73 hat I the poorest Qre record in 67 years, both 
in financial loss and loss of human life. There were six lives lost 
by fire during the year, one in July of 1972 and five on January 7, 
1973, when the old Hotel Berwick block was totally destroyed.

Water Resources 

New homes, an office complex and additions to existing 
homes are some of the increased land uses within the Rutland 
City Watershed. The unanswered question still remains, "how 
much development can the watershed sustain and remain Class 
A". 
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The Strue of Vermont's present Ait 260 and 252 and the 
Land Use Plan to he adopted, are helpful in assisting us in our 
watershed •urvcillanec. ()m watershed regulations require aclop- 
tion by the Board of Aldermen. 

A dOSt surveillance and patrol of the 35 miles of brooks is 
Conducted, The pond work of our municipal forester supplied bv 
the State of Vermont at no payroll cost to the City is appreciated. 

Hi ■ $09 raw water and over 400 treated water samples taken 
indicate our water is of good quality. Chemical samples which 
have been good are becoming progressively better. 

Our City's water system was upgraded Lo "provisionally- 
approved" status as an interstate water carrier by the United 
States Environmental Agency. The continued surveillance of the 
watershed, the installation of more reliable equipment in our 
chlorine house, thus eliminating many of the mechanical break- 
downs that were responsible tor periods of chlorine outages: and 
prechlorination at the intake were some of the factors leading to 
die City being taken out oj the undeserved "use prohibited" 
< lassiltcalion. 

Water Treatment 

New centrifugal pumps were installed at the Chlorine House 
replacing die old piston type pumps. A new vandalism light was

WATER POLLUTION CONTROL PLANT 

\s this is the last rejiort Mr. Herbert Krickson will prepare 
for me in his short term as Plant Suj>erintendeni. due to his 
imminent retirement in 1073, please permit me to quote his 
tcport verbatim: 

"T hereby submit to you die Annual Report of the Water 
Pollution Control Plant for the City ol Rutland. 
A total of 1,432,280.0110 gallons of sewage and storm water 
was processed at the plant during the past year. 
Ninety-nine and one fourth yards of grit was removed from 
the system together with a large quantity of rags, cans, 
leaves, slicks, stones, bricks, etc. 

In October, J. R. Carrigan. plant superintendent, retired 
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after 10 years ol service. Also, in October, f. R. Rousseau was 
forced to retire because of illness. 

In November the gas line in the #2 Digesiei was broken 
which forced us to discontinue this digester. 
July 19. 1972, the 20" force main from the River Street 
pumping station to the main plant broke forcing us to relay 
the entire main at a cost of S19.ti9l.38. The plant was back 
in operation August 9. 

Our How recorder has been out of commission on two occa- 
sions since the firs! of the year; once from |anuary !. 1973 to 
[amiarv 19, 1973 and again from Mav 24, 1973 to June 30, 
1973. 

Lightning knocked our main control panel at the River 
Street Pumping Station out on June 12. 1973. and we did 
not operate until June 2fi, 1973."

In the March election, of this year. 1 was elected to the office 
of Grand Jttror, replacing Rohert E. West, who had been Grand 
furor for a number of years. 

One of the greatest problems in taking over in an office is the 
making of a smooth transition in the transfer of duties. This was 
heightened by the fact that the office of the State's Attorney had 
been handling all prosecutions for the City since Mr. West took 
over the post of Defender General. The files are now being 
bandied by this office, and with the cooperation of the State's 
Attorney's office, the transition has been smooth. 

Under the Uniform Traffic Ticket law as it was originally 
enacted, all of the fines collected for all violations were retained 
by the State. This meant that the office of Grand Juror, which 
used to be self-supporting, was no longer able to pay for itself. 
In the last legislative session, however, the law was amended to 
return the fines to the City, and this was made retroactive to the 
lime the law was originally passed. This now means that again 
the office of Grand Juror is able to support itself in its representa- 
tion of the City. 

When the State's Attorney's office was handling the prosecu- 
tions for the City, the funds remaining in the Grand Juror's 
budget were returned to the General Fund. This meant that none 
of the expenses of the office were paid, and so little was done 
toward the end of the year. Bin lunding was again provided for 
the office for the next fiscal year, and (he position of Grand Juror 
has returned to its position in providing the City of Rutland with 
a full time prosecutor to insure the proper and complete enforce- 
ment of its ordinances and laws.

It is a pleasure to present my tenth annual report as the 
Director of the Rutland Free Library. 

Demands on the library for its materials and services con- 
tinued being on the rise, a trend which has been evident now for 
several years. One measure of this is circulation, which gained 
again for the fourth consecutive year. 

The library responded to this by Umber increasing its pro- 
grams and also by trying lo anticipate some of the needs of the 
future. It continues to be open seven davs of the week during fall, 
wintr, and spring. 

Library Materials 

The Gustav H. Grimm and Family Fund now provides all 
book., periodical, pamphlet, and audio-visual materials for users 
ol the Rutland Library. Audio-visuals include 16 mm films in the 
Children's Department, 8 mm films available in the Adult De- 
partment, adult and children's phonograph records, the Rutland 
Herald on microfilm, courtesy of the Herald, and children's 
cassettes. 

This year, in addition, the library began building collections 
of sound filmsirips, both in black and white and in color, book- 
cassette sets, and book-record combinations, all available from the 
children's room. New viewing and listening equipment includes 
a filmstrip projector, cassette recorder, and earphone sets. 

Much of ibis new material found immediate use during die 
course of a special project with the Vermont Association for the 
Crippled, for which additional records, books, and LP sets also 
were purchased. The Rutland Library also made the major 
purchase of the New York Times on microfilm and index volumes 
for 1960 to date. 
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Library Outreach Programs 

The library's monthly book delivery service to nursing and 
rest homes, and to individual shut-ins, goes back many years. 
More recent are its twice a month deliveries lo Templcwood and 
10 private homes, and this year Sheldon Towers was added to that 
route. During the winter the library also began making visits to 
Forest Park even two weeks lor both adults and children, with 
book circulation to voting people being especially heavy there. 

Future Needs 

Nearly all ol the collection has been weeded of dated mate- 
rials, yet space problems are beginning to assert themselves 
throughout the library. The stall" and trustees are working on 
plans in this area as the librae's contents cptiie rapidly are ap- 
proaching the capacity of the building to bouse them. 

As this is being written the library is applying to the Rutland 
Board of Aldermen and its Revenue Sharing Committee lot 
assistance in a project to modernize the old courtroom on the 
second Hoor for a community meeting room. If ibis is done, 
groups of 150 to 200 persons would be able to utilize this portion 
of the building for public meetings ol social and cultural interest. 

Policy Statement 

The Policy Committee of the Board has formulated a written 
statement of Rutland Library polity in such areas as aim, lxx>k 
selection with the Library Bill of Rights and the Freedom to 
Read statement of the American Library Association incorporated 
in it, gifts, displays and exhibits, use of meeting rooms, coopera- 
tion with the schools, resident and non-resident borrowers, right 
of access to the board, use of Vermont Room, and trustee-libra- 
rian-stafl relationship and responsibility, This |>olicy is intended 
to be broad and llexible and designed to serve the community to 
the best of the library's ability and according to experience both 
local and in other libraries of the country. 

Highlighting the additions to the interior of the library was 
a double-faced, lighted exhibit case with sliding glass doors, 
which has been located at a busy traffic location. Contributions 
which members ol the community already have made with their 
exhibits and displays are greatly appreciated, and suggestions for 
possible displays and exhibits are welcomed. A new phonograph 
record cabinet in the adtdt department now doubles the shelving 
space lor records. 

The library has placed a new bulletin board in its lobby as 
a public service. Flere information on issues of current interest 
and of a non-commercial nature can be presented. 
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A twin photo-electric spotlight unit was installed on the 
Rort)) .side to increase building security Extensive repairs were 
made to die Hashing and areas of the low tool over Mte library 
addition, and die inierior of (he new children's wing was washed 
and repainted. 

Library Staff 

Miss Vivian Hewitt retired in November after nearly 52 
years of continuous service to die public as a staff member, and 
ner cheerful presence will be missed by longtime users of the 
library. Loren Maynart! replaced Gerald Sinn as custodian, while 
Sharron Sanborn was replaced as library assistant by Andrea 
Hurke. 

Rutland Library, in cooperation with eight other libraries in 
the city, contributed to a union list which Indicates what period- 
ica]* are accessible to persons in this area. Mrs. Addic Spanieling 
of the staff conducted two bookmending workshops for elemen- 
tal \ school library aides. 

(lily school classes lontinued iheir Irequcni visits to the 
library, along with groups horn Gold River, Mount Holly, anil 
West Rni land, among others. All groups are welcomed antl 
encouraged to visit the Rutland Library. 

A Vermont Department ol Libraries reference class utilized 
ihc reference collection of ihe library. Two library science stu- 
dents Irom the College ol St. Joseph the Provider did iheh 
academic field work here through the college's spring semester. 

Children's film program* and story hours were held through 
the summer months and during the year. Miss Christine Price of 
Casileton, author and illustrator, held a story hour during 
National Children's Book Week in November. Marking that 
week also were a detailed display of how a book is made, and a 
contest to determine a favorite author. 

Displays in the Blue Cross-Blue Shield windows downtown 
and in the children's and adult departments of the library were 
among features of National Library Week in April. The publicity 
given to library programs by the Rutland Daily Herald, by radio 
stations WHWB and WSYIi. and bv Channel 12 was much 
appreciated. 

A leading of Noel Coward s "Brithe Spirit" by the Sometime- 
Theatre was a special presentation, sponsored by the Rutland 
Free Library Association and paid for by Association membership 
dues. A very successful book sale was held in the small basement 
meeting room in August. 
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A bequest from the estate of former area resident Felix |. 
Siegl was received lot the purchase of children's books in memorv 
ol his wife May H. Siegl. During the year the Direc tor served on 
the Vermont Library Association Nominating Committee. Child- 
ren's Librarian Carol Chatfield was a member ol the Outreach 
Panel at a special services program sponsored by the Vermont 
Department or Libraries at the Vermont Association for the 
Crippled in Rutland. 

Board of Trustees 

The Board meets regularly each month except for |nl\ and 
August, with frequent committee meetings held in addition. 
1 very trustee serves on one or more of these committees. The 
officers of the Library Board ibis year were Mrs. Howard T. 
Swain, President; Dr. Cordon B. Smith, First Vice President; 
Lincoln M. Fenn, Second Vice President and head of ihe Person- 
nel Committee; Mrs. Verne J. Goodwin, Secretary; and Richard 
L. Noel, Treasurer and chairman ol the Finance Committee. 

Other committees and their chairmen were House and Equip 
mem. Mrs. Robert E. Bossardt: Nominating, Mrs. Robinson E. 
Keyes; and Policy, Mrs, Bernard R. Dick. Serving also on the 
library board were Mrs. James F. Chase, John A. Densmore, 
Waller M. Moore, Mrs. Getty Page. Richard V. Sullivan, and 
Mis, Merrill Thomas. 

By vote at the Annual Meeting in September, 1972, the by- 
laws were amended to give library board representatives from 
Rutland Town antl Mention voting rights on the board, since 
their towns contribute to library support. 

1 would like to express thanks to the staff, trustees, and city 
officials for their help and cooperation during a busy, challenging 
and dynamic: year. This apjiears to be the pattern of the future, 
as the library continues to make efforts to meet the increasing 
demands for its services.

This organizational change has also been partially resiM>n- 
sible lor our recent increase in reaching out to the community 
and its caregivers by way of providing consultation and education 
as well as direct service. Jn order to meet an increasingly heavy 
demand lor our services we have increased our professional staff 
to well over forty lull and part-time personnel. These include 
psychiatrists, psychologists, social workers, rehabilitation coun- 
selors, occupational counselors, muses, tea< hers, community work- 
ers, technical and secretarial start. 
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In the past year over 1.000 Rutland City citizens were pro- 
vided a variety of services by Rutland Mental Health Service. 
Many of these changes within these services will be briefly 
described as follows: 

1 Counseling Setmceai The Counseling Set vices continued 

I ovidc lor an increasing number of individual applications 

For services These counseling sessions inc luded individual, family 
marital counseling, psychological and psychiatric evaluations and 
group activities. Currently the stall is evaluating the etlrc i lu-mv, 
and efficiency of various types of group therapy as the referrals 
hom the community continues to increase. Also, there is ongoing 
follow-up evaluation ol the program services by the consumers in 
the city. 

2 Youth Activity Services: The Youth activity program lor 
the past year served a record number of individuals via the im- 
plementation ol Kriuer Kamp, a summer camp based [activity 
program, and the addition of three outreach programs, pis was 
done bv utilizing para-professionals individuals to run these pro- 
grams under the supervision and consultation ot stall Irom Rut- 
land Mental Health. 

8 Preschool Program for the Developmental!}' Disabled: 
This* program continued with an enrollment of over 25 children, 
iges IS months to 7 veals, who are considered lo be functionally 
retarded who are not already involved in a pre school program, 
five classes are held each week, three of two and one-hall hours 
duration far the older children, and two ol two hours duration 
lor the toddlers group (18-36 months) . 

4 After Cnre: The Alter Care program continued to main- 
tain an active caseload of between 150 and 180 individuals with 
a strong emphasis on a coniinum of care-providing alternatives to 
hospitalization and providing a continuation of care upon dis- 
charge from hospitalization— i.e. either from the Slate Hospital 
or from local facilities. This program has been regarded by the 
State Department of Mental Health as one of the top "Aftercare 
programs in the State ol Vermont. 

5. Day Treatment: Day Treatment has remained in a static 
situation, caring primarily foi chronic individuals discharged 
Erotn both state and local programs. Current planning is under- 
way lor the institution of a new and short-term Alter Care 
program which will be located in the newly completed facilities 
in Rutland Hospital. 

6 Inpatient: Inpatient services within Rutland Hospital have 
continued to provide a necessary alternative treatment program.

I respectfully submit the Annual Report ol the City Att<>i 06] 
for the Fiscal Year 15)72- 1973. 

During the past fiscal year we have encountered many new 
areas of legal concern to the Gity and to the City Attorney's 
office. I believe all of us are aware of the new environmental 
litigation we have been involved in, which we can reasonably 
expect to increase in the future. A good deal of lime in both the 
Gity Attorney and other City Departments, primarily the Cit) 
Engineer's office, has been devoted to the projmsed Odyssey com- 
plex in Mention. This development was planned for location 
within our Watershed, and we should exj>crt future attempts to 
locale developments in this area. We have also been involved in 
the proposed construction of shopping areas outside of the Cii\, 
which give rise to environmental concern to the C'.itv and rcsi- 
dcuis located near the proposed complexes. It wotdd be my sug- 
gestion that copies of all applications for permits under Act 25(1 
should be routinely sent to the Environmental Control Commit' 
tee. sc> that tbe Cit\ Council would be instantly appraised of any 
proposed construction or development in the area. 

We bave also lelt the first impact ol Revenue Sharing Funds 
in the City. "I he propel handling and application ol sue li funds 
have demanded intense study of Federal statutes and close co- 
operation with the Vermont League of Cities and Towns, Inc.. 
which has been an excellent agency in keeping the City abreast 
of the latest changes in Lhis field. I am personally pleased that 
the Revenue Sharing Committee and the Mayor's office are 
woiking closely together to make sure the City stays within the 
Federal guidelines and expends our Revenue Sharing Funds in a 
proper and legal manner. I ibink we could look forward to more 
complex regulation in this field if it follows the normal course Of 
Federal programs, and will demand the close attention of t lie 
City Council and the City Attorney's office. 

I shall now attempt to outline in concise form some of the 
a< tiviiies of this office: 
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Litigation 

Cases have been litigated in the Fedcial, St.tif ami District 
Court* during the past year, A claim against the Rutland Police 
Department and the City was successfully disposed of, and the 
litigation regarding the "TOPICS" program has been brought to 
an end. Several matters are still j>en<ltng in the Rutland Count; 
Court, including several lax appeals. The past year has seen .1 
reduction in the number ol tott claims liled against the Cit\ 
seeking reimhinsement lor injuries, which is a heal tin mud and 
I hope will continue during the present \ear. Assistance regarding 
litigation over tax matters was rendered to the Assessor s office 
am! ninth lime was spent in preparation and appearances liefoie 
environmental boards on matters pertaining to Act 250 hearings. 
The Board closely participated in many ol these activities and is 
awaie ol developments in this area. This office will continue to 
attempt to appraise the Board ol developments in litigation as 
they arise. 

Legal Advice 

Advice and legal assist. nice was rendered to the Maun, 
various Department heads, the Board of Aldermen, and alclet- 
iiiautt commiities, as situations arose throughout the year. Close 
COOpenttKHl was rendered by the Cii\ Clerk and the City Treas- 
mei's office, along with valuable input (rom the City Engineer's 
office, A great deal ol time has been devoted to research and 
Opinions rendered on legal questions, which are on file in the 
City Clerk's office. 

Besides these activities, the noitnal clay-io-dav legal problems 
arising in a municipality the si/e ol Rutland, have been deah 
with as 1 1 ley develop. Out various building projects and participa- 
tion in State and Federal projects have required die review and 
drafting of various documents and contracts. Our active program 
of expansion of school facilities has resulted in a close coni.ni 
with Mr. Thomas Cheslev, out Superintendent ol Schools, in 
seeing the new vocational high school through to conclusion. 
Vddiiional Contracts have been drawn and executed with various 
parties in the City in our increasing attempt to expand our 
facilities and programs in the school system. This office also 
continued assistance in the Union negotiations and labor pro- 
blems as in the past. 

I would like to thank the Mayor, the Boaul ol Aldcinieu 
and all the City Department heads lor the valuable assistance 
rendered to this office dining the past year.

CHAFFEE ART CENTER'S ANNUAL REPORT 

\lti\ur Gilbert G. Godnich and 
fhe citizens af Rutland, Vermont 

The Chalice Art Center is sponsored by the Rudand Area 
Art Association, Inc. This non profit corporation was organized 

10 promote ait in the community, to offer art education through 
exhibitions, displays, performances and instruction. Work by pro- 
fessional artists, sculptors, craftsmen and photographers are 
shown annually as is the yvork created by youth and the amateiu 

1 he Center acts as the agent for the exhibitors thus bringing 
i heir works to the public and into the homes. 

The Art Center is staffed by a full time supervisor and a part 
time secretary. Galleries are open daily from 10 A.M, to 5 P.M. 
and for the convenience ol visitors to our City, opening hours 
have been extended to include Thursday evenings and Sunday 
afternoons. 

Annually new programs are introduced and past successful 
ones repeated. Our 1973 opening exhibit "Arts from the Earth" 
Indian Ait horn Coast to Coast, was the most elaborate display 
eve* attempted. Indian artifacts were on loan from museums and 
private collections. In addition, area schools participated by dis- 
playing in many forms, dieir concept of the life of the American 
Indian. During this special show, 23 groups of children form 
many of the area schools attended. Volunteers and staff guided 
and explained the uses of the items exhibited. Nearly 1200 people 
yisiied the Center during this three week period. 

How many jieople attended the annual "Art in the Park 
Festival", jointly sponsored by the Recreation and Parks Depart- 
ment and the Chaffee Art Outer, is never known. We do know 
ihal even with rain both days, sales by the 53 participating ftrtUtS 
and craftsmen topped all previous records. 

An innovation from last season will be repeated this fall and 

11 successful may become an annual event. An "Aits and Crafts 
Pie-Christmas Sale" yvas started to attract more craftsmen to the 
Center and broaden our arts field. The event was succesfull for 
both the artists and the craftsmen as was another first, The Rut- 
land Garden Club's Christmas Show and Sale held in late 
November. 

Even yviih the success of all of these projects the Art Center 
doesn't seem ahle to operate on it's income. I feel that once again 
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t would like 1 to remind the readers of this report that our only 
known assets at the beginning of each year is the loan of the 
galleries by the Chaffee family and a $2,000 grant from the City 
ol Rutland. All other monies must come from contributions 
donations, memberships, commissions on sales and ads in our 
annual brochure. 

Due to increased expenses and a decrease in sales, the Center 
Mailed this season with an approximate deficit of $900 For l^ 
>ea.s this corporation has certainly been a "non profit" organiza-

Gentlemen! 

The Rutland Housing Authority currently has 210 units of 
public housing in Rutland; 75 family units and the balance are 
elderly units. At the time of writing this report. 511 individuals 
were living in the combined projects. 

The Rutland Housing Authority has contemplated building 
100 more units, 55 elderly and 48 family units. However, all 
hinds for public housing are currently frozen by the Administra- 
tion antl all applications are being temporarily held up. 

We have substantial wailing lists for our three operational 
projects and we realize that there is an urgent need for additional 
public housing in Rutland to relieve the housing shortage. 

Templewood Court celebrated its 5th year of operation with 
a luncheon held in the Community Room at the project at which 
time the tenants presented to stall a diary covering the highlights 
of the last five years. Forest Park and Sheldon Towers observed 
their first year of operation in April. 

A tenant relations individual has been added to the staff who 
works with all residents. She has spent a substantial amount of 
her time at Forest Park and this summer a program of picnics, 
arts and crafts, swimming, cooking classes, field trips, etc. was 
carried on for the children. Both Sheldon Towers and Temple- 
wood Court tenants hold their own meetings and have created 
their own forms of recreation through picnics, meals, bazaars, 
card parties, etc.

Gentlemen: 

1 present herewith the 1973 annual financial report setting 
forth the financial position of the City of Rutland at the close of 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1973. 

All debt requirements of die City were met promptly during 
i he year. Serial bonds totaling S280.000.00 were retired. Payments 
ill S 10,230.99 were also made on the direct reduction loans of the 
Parking Meter Fund. Combined interest payments on the bonded 
debt amounted to S104.767.50 of which interest amounting to 
563. 536.50 was paid on outstanding school construction bonds. 

GENERAL FUND: This fund is financed by revenues from 
general property and poll taxes, licenses, permits, fines, revenues 
from other agencies, charges for current services and other mis- 
lellaneous revenues. 

During the fiscal year ended June 30. 1973, revenues actually 
received were S116.130.-13 more than budget estimates and ex- 
penditures were $66,623.33 less than budgeted appropriations. 

SCHOOL FUND: During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1973 
revenues actually received exceeded budget estimates in the 
amount of S120.968.30 and expenditures were $207,237.37 great er 
than budget appropriations. As at [line 30 there was a surplus in 
the amount of S218.062.63. 

REVENUE SHARING: During fiscal 1973 the City received 
S774.13-f.00 in Revenue Sharing Funds; S306.000.00 was appro- 
pi iated to the 1972-73 Budget and S143.360.00 for the renovation 
of the old Fire Station, 575,000.00 for Clement Drive Sewer, 
S25.648.00 for purchase of land and 5141. 522.00 in the 1973-74 
Budget. 

The combined balance sheet presented as Exhibit A is in- 
tended to present an overall view of the financial position of the 
Cit\ as at [une 30. 1973. 

Summary statement ol cash receipts and disbursements pre- 
sented as Schedule I, summarizes the activity of the various funds 
during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1973.

DOG ORDINANCE 
RUTLAND CITY 

§ 2551. Disturbance of quietude as public nuisance 

It shall be unlawful for any dog owner or keeper to permit 
or allow his or her dog or dogs to habitually howl. bark, or in 
any other manner disturb the peace and quietude of the com- 
munity. Such conduct is hereby deflated to be a public nuisance. 

§ 2552. Confinement 

(a) The owner or keeper shall t online within a building or 
sfy Hire enclosure every dog, and not take or allow such dog out of 
Mich building or secure enclosure unless such dog is on leash or 
under control of some person, or securely attached to an exercise 
wire, 

§ 2553. Impoundment; notice thereof 

Dogs found running at large may be taken up by a police 
olluei or duly authorized agent and impounded. 

§ 2555. Penalties 

An) person who violates any provision of this chapter shall 
be fined not less than S10 for the fust offense, not less than $l. r > 
for the second offense, and for the third or any subsequent offense 
shall be lined not less than $20 or imprisoned for ten days.
